Ono of tho concomitants of the coming into 
force of the Additional -Article of the Chefao 
Convention is that several of the loos! charities 
aupportad by the. Tekin fa: mara will now 
have to starvo for the want-of funds, These are 
the Ghoe-dng-tong, or: the Chinese ‘female or- 
pharage, Suk-ko-song, or the fund for the aup- 
portrof the infirmad old, Chip-sing-t6ng, or the 
fand for supporting the holploss widows, and 
Sin-dng-song, or tho fand for dofraying the ex- 
penses incidental to the burial of the unclaimed 
poor. Of theso, the famale orphanage received 85 
for each chest of: opium lekined, while the re- 
maining ones received their respective quota. the 
oxact amount of which my informant is unable to 
ascertain. Besides these, a cartain sum was paid 
monthly to the salt maovopely department in 
considavation of their relaxing the extreme rigour 
of their penal rules ia favour of the poer.
